1 . Claims 1 through 4 and 6 through 9 are pending. Claims 2 through 4 have been 
amended. Claims 8 and 9 have been newly added. Applicant's claim to foreign priority 
of application JAPAN 2004-053336 filed February 27, 2004 is acknowledged. 
Applicant's amendments and arguments filed October 21 , 2009 have been entered and 
carefully considered. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. With regard to the prior rejection of claims 3 and 4 under the first paragraph of 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, Applicants have amended claims 3 and 4 to limit the controlled insects to 
those of the class acarina. The specification is enabling for acarina (see page 9, line 23 
through page 10, line 6). Therefore, the rejection of claims 3 and 4 as lacking 
enablement is hereby withdrawn. 

3. With regard to the prior rejection of claim 2 under the second paragraph of 35 
U.S.C. 112, Applicants have amended claim 2 to clearly recite the trans configuration of 
the 1- and 3-position substituents of the cyclopropane ring. Therefore, the rejection of 
claim 2 as indefinite is hereby withdrawn. 

4. Newly added claims 8 and 9 are fully supported by the specification (see page 7, 
line 16 to page 9, line 22). No new subject matter has been added with addition of 
claims 8 and 9. The claimed invention is neither anticipated by, nor obvious over, the 
prior art. 

5. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later
